Viha/ the books tliat cite my „ork do not tell you is that I am closer to 78 than to 
77, have had a series of serious health reverses over the past 15 years, most recently 
open-hejiTt surgery, and that I'm not now able to do much. 8o I can't really do mno h to 
be of help to you now. 

But if you do not mind, I make a few suggestions. 

One is a mecOis by which you may be able to resolve the doubt. Or to ^.ut it b<^tter, 
a means by which you may be able to decide whether or not it was possible for JIK to be' 
your fatlier. it will not make it possible to decide timt lie was but it can make it possible 
to decide that he could not liave been. 

Most reasonably large public libraries nd all large university libraries liave the 
New York ‘-"imes index and the indexed issues on microfilm. You can also consult the iiinn. 
and 8t. Paul ^pers for September, 1y53 and learn ’whether or not Jl’K was in the area in 
September, 1955. If he was not, then you'i be limited to whether or not your mother 
could have been with iiim elsewhere. 

I am pretty sure he was in the Congress then :md ordinai’ily when Members apucar 
in a city or an area it is reported in the papers, -ha I’imes night or might not r<rport 
their a,;;joar;-.nces but it also would indicate ..hether or not the Congress was in session 
and whether or not it was transacting business that would require his presence there. 

i’rom your letter I get the impression that people are pressuring you over this. 

If that is so and if you Wijit to consult sgmeone who can help you, I have a good friend 
in Minn, who night be able to. Ilis name is Cary Schoener and he runs the Vialk-In *-oun- 
selling Center at 2421 Chicago kve. S. ile is a psychologist and I think a rather un- 
usual and principle(i_nan who has always been willing to consider wlwt others refused to 
consider. Por exampl,e, ho /was, I an pretty sure, the first person to testify on belialf 
of o/men who had been taken advantage of by their psychiatrists. Until lie did, it was 
impossible for such abused women to get any helpt. 

Although for many years now it has not been possible for him to continue his 
interest in it, he and I net over his interest in the UPK assassination. 

Bo, if you feel that you need any help from pressures over your belief in your 
parentage, try Cary and tell him I suggested it to you. 

-'•n the event you have any interest in the assassination, I neclose a list of my 
books. They are not theoretical, they do not conjecture who did it7 They are an anal- 
ysis of the official solution, based on official records, about a third of a million 
pages of .which I obtained by meiuis of the Preedom of Infonmtion law, plus what was 
available in the Vi'arren Cottimission' s publication and its records in the National 
Archives. 

I hope you can find a way of satisfying yourself, one way or another.
